I am sorry to have omitted the question about. 
silver when speaking about coins in reference to the 
black boxes and hope to mke myself clear in the follow- 
ing PRRAGSRDEA 


we place all our coins in boxes lined with black » . 
glazed paper; this of course also includes the silver coins. __ 
The advantage of black over white is that they show up yA 
the coins to better advantage, being made of glazed paper 
they do not collect dust, and for that reason will not be- 
come sééled. Not any of our silver coins have tarnished 

in these boxes on account of the black paper; the side of 
the’ coin touching the paper has ALWAYS remained bright 
while the other side has tarnished more or less from the 
gases in the air. 

Iam at present occupied by cleaning all our 
silver coins with the clectrolysis method and then apply- 
/ ing laquer to the surface so that the gases and impuri- 

ties in the sir will have no effect on them. Coins that 
I laquered six years ago show not the slightest sign of 
‘tarnish.
